Most  forest  fires  are  preventable  because  someone  is  re- 
sponsible for  them.  State  records  for  1950  show  94%  of  632 
fires  resulted  from  human  perversness  and  carelessness.  Re- 
fusal to  secure  the  required  warden  permit  before  burning; 
failure  to  use  good  judgment,  lack  of  equipment  and  assistance 
while  burning;  carelessness  in  smoking  and  poorly  conditioned 
woods  equipment  (trucks,  tractors,  etc.)  resulted  in  a  total 
of  6090.6  burned  acres  with  a  loss  of  $63,949.10  in  valuable 
property. 

Fortunately,  these  human  factors  can  be  dealt  with  be- 
cause people  can  be  reached.  This  the  local  forest  fire  warden 
tries  to  do  by  informing  his  fellow  citizens  that  EVERYONE 
MUST:- 

1.  Secure  a  written  permit  to  burn  in  or  near  woodlands 
when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow. 

2.  Use  good  judgment  in  burning  and  have  enough  equip- 
ment and  assistance  to  keep  fire  under  control  at  all 
times. 

3.  Be  careful  when  smoking  in  or  near  woodlands  and 
refrain  from  throwing  lighted  material  from  automo- 
biles. 

4.  Make  certain  that  all  equipment  used  in  the  woods  is 
in  good  condition.

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Report  of  Siiperintendeiit  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Board  of  East  Kingston,  New  Hampshire: 

I  take  pleasure  in  submitting  my  third  annual  report  as 
Superintendent  of  Schools. 

The  school  year  1950-1951  opened  with  the  following 
personnel : 

Mrs.  Eva  Philbrick,  teacher  of  Grades  1-4 
Mrs.  Pearl  Wilbur,  teacher  of  Grades  5-8 
Mrs.  Eleanor  Henry,  teacher  of  music 
Miss  Nancy  Carnegie,  school  nurse 
Mrs.  Regenia  Matthews,  teacher  of  art 

The  only  change  in  the  teaching  staff  was  the  return  of 
Mrs.  Matthews  as  teacher  of  art  after  a  year's  absence.  The 
above  teachers  are  well  prepared  by  training  and  experience 
to  give  the  boys  and  girls  of  East  Kingston  good  preparation 
in  the  various  phases  of  the  school  program. 

The  installation  of  a  new  oil  burner  in  the  boiler  at  the 
Pound  School  during  the  past  summer  has  resulted  in  greater 
comfort  for  the  children  and  teacher  because  of  uniform  tem- 
perature. The  addition  of  a  new  light  fixture  at  the  Pound 
School  has  improved  the  quantity  of  light  in  the  darkest  part 
of  the  room.  Also,  the  exterior  of  this  school  was  painted  dur- 
ing the  summer  vacation. 

The  Parent-Teacher  Association  has  provided  a  club  mem- 
bership in  the  film  library  of  the  University  of  New  Hampshire. 
This  makes  possible  a  schedule  of  suitable  films  throughout 
the  school  year  and  furnishes  an  audio-visual  program  for 
the  schools.  This  greatly  supplements  the  regular  work  and 
makes  many  lasting  impressions  upon  the  boys  and  girls  which 
no  other  type  of  instruction  can  do.   Also  the  sponsorship  by 
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the  Association  of  the  dental  clinic  conducted  by  the  State 
Department  of  Health  is  to  be  commended. 

In  addition  to  providing  a  moving  picture  projector  and 
beaded  screen  about  a  year  ago,  the  Trustees  of  Brown's 
Academy  installed  dark  curtains  for  the  windows  which  pro- 
vide a  dark  room  when  moving  pictures  are  shown.  This  has 
proven  to  be  a  valuable  contribution  to  the  success  of  the 
audio-visual  program. 

The  future  appears  to  be  uncertain  because  of  conditions 
both  at  hom.e  and  abroad.  As  more  and  more  of  our  citizens 
are  mobilized  for  the  armed  services  and  defense  plants,  it  is 
very  probable  that  the  shortage  of  qualified  teachers  will  be- 
come more  and  more  acute.  Also,  supplies  and  materials  will 
become  scarce  and  expensive.  I  believe  this  is  a  challenge  for 
each  citizen  to  make  every  effort  to  see  that  our  schools  do 
not  suffer  any  more  than  is  absolutely  necessary  and  that  our 
boys  and  girls  are  given  the  best  possible  training  and  instruc- 
tion during  these  trying  times. 

I  call  your  attention  to  the  reports  and  tables  which  follow 
and  trust  that  they  will  be  of  interest  to  you. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  citizens,  the  members  of  the  School 
Board,  and  the  teachers  for  their  continued  cooperation  cind 
support.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

Following  is  a  report  of  the  school  nurse  from  January  1,. 
1950  to  January  1, 1951. 

In  the  spring  the  school  nurse  and  the  state  health  de- 
partment nurse  held  a  joint  pre-school  clinic  in  the  town  hall. 

This  fall  the  state  dental  trailer  arrived  and  the  children 
in  the  first  six  grades  received  the  fluorine  treatment.  The 
report  of  the  dental  hygienist  impressed  us  with  the  need  for 
individual  dental  care. 

The  same  program  of  health  supervision  in  the  schools 
has  been  carried  out — examinations  of  skin,  hair,  vision,  hear- 
ing, posture,  teeth  and  tonsils;  follow-up  of  defects  with  home 
visits  if  necessary;  brief  health  discussions  in  the  classroom 
as  tirne  permitted. 

Following  is  a  report  of  the  physical  examination:

Defective  vision   19         Corrected  13 

Defective  teeth  41 

Defective  tonsils  2 

Defective  hearing    3 

Orthopedic  defects  0 

All  the  children  have  been  vaccinated. 

Plans  have  been  made  for  the  children  to  receive  the  patch 
test  for  tuberculosis  in  the  spring. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  parents, 
teachers,  school  board,  and  superintendent  for  their  co-opera- 
tion in  our  health  program.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ART  SUPERVISOR 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

The  main  objective  of  the  art  program  this  year  was  the 
development  of  the  creative  ability  and  the  imagination  of 
each  child.  An  attempt  was  made  to  give  the  students  experi- 
ence and  training  in  a  variety  of  mediums  so  that  special  tal- 
ents might  be  recognized  and  encouraged. 

The  children  of  the  first  four  grades  worked  with  crayons, 
cut  paper,  poster  paint,  finger  paint,  and  self-hardening  clay. 
The  finger  paint  and  the  clay  were  new  mediums  to  them  and 
they  produced  some  very  excellent  work. 

The  four  upper  grades  discussed  color  harmony  problems, 
the  use  of  art  in  daily  life,  and  careers  and  professions  open 
to  boys  and  girls  with  art  training.  Linoleum  block  cutting  and 
printing  was  the  major  project  of  the  year,  a  new  experience 
for  most  of  them.  They  achieved  considerable  skill  in  the 
handling  of  the  cutting  tools.  Some  of  the  designs  were  re- 
markably well  cut  and  printed.  The  printing  was  done  in 
several  mediums  including  printer's  ink.  Textile  printing  is 
planned  as  a  last  project  of  the  year. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  all  who 
have  co-operated  so  splendidly  in  making  this  a  successful 
year.
